Banks in Georgia have agreed to 


fean, upon cotton stored in Farmers’ 
Union warehouses in this state, a sum 
aggregating several million dollars, to 
the end that the commodity thus fi- 
nanced may be held until the price 
reaches 15 cents. 

That was the announcement made 
yesterday on behalf of the Farmers’ 
Union by R. F. Duckworth, former 
state president, and now chairman of 
the national executive committee. 

The agreement has actually been ¢x~- 
ecuted, Mr. Duckworth says, and it 
will go into effect today. 

The banks subscribing to the 
rangement will advance money up to @ 
basis of 13 cents a pound valuation. 
For this accommodation, it is under- 
stood. interest is charged on 4 basis 
of & per cent. 

Culmination of Year's Effort. 

The announcement by Mr. Duckworth 
yesterday comes as the culmination of 
a year’s effort in this direction. Ne- 
gotiations of yarlous nature and ex- 
tent have been under way for that 
length of time, gradually maturing, 
until yesterday an agreement was 
reached entirely satisfactory to all 


parties. 

The arrangement will become effec- 
tive at once, so that members owning 
cotton stored in warehouses and press- 
ed for funds, may today approach the 
banks designated by their officials and 
obtain sufficient funds to relieve their 
immediate needs.

The latest movement means that 
this contingency has been forestalled., 
and that the banks in Georgia have 
sufficient faith in high-priced cotton to 
advance several million dollars to aid 
{te trend in that direction. 

This is the first time in the history 
of the state a movement of this na- 
ture has attained such universal scope. 
The development is hailed by officials 
and members of the Farmers’ Union as 
shedding significant light upon the 
future.

Both principals posed for 
the photographer, and when the smoke 
of the flashlights had cleared prompt- 
ly got down to business. Jefferies let 
Berger, his manager, do his talking. 
but Johnson broke in frequently on 
his manager with suggestions and ob- 
jections. 

Nevertheless, it was remarked as the 
articles took form,that Jeffries was 
winning nearly every point for which 
he contended.

In Georgia alone it is estimated that in the neighborhood of a hundred 
and fifty thousand men, .women and children—white and colored—ar¢ de- 
plorably handicapped by this malady, known technically as uncinariasis. - :

This tiny little vampire gets in its fatal work by inevitably producing 
a profound cznemia (poverty of the blood), indicated i: the lack-luster eye, 
the lethargic temperament, the chronic and perpetual inertia which orig- 
inally gained it the name of the “lazy bug.” Its toll does not end there, 
for it so lowers the vital powers and capacity for resistance, that the victim 
is at any time acutely susceptible to the inroads of swifter and more ma- 
lignant diseases. 3 , 

Ingress to the human system is gained by the hook worm in the most 
grotesque nanner. In the almost invisible form of larvae, it bores its way 
into the bare foot that treads on soil which has been poliuted. By devious 
routes, it traverses the circulation, finally to reach its abode in the intes- 
tine, there to mature and, bezin its career of slow murder. 

The disorder is simple of diagnosis. One or two doses of thymcl, an 
inexpensive drug, followed by a laxative, produces & cure. Prohibition of 
soil pollution and wearing of shoes guard against recurrence. 

The largest efficiency can be reached by the Rockefeller board in co- 
operating and consulting with southern boards of -health and civic bodies 
generally.

MILLS TO BUY | 


INDIAN COTTON 


Several Hundred Bales 
Are Ordered. 


This Cotton Can Be Laid Down| 


at South Carolina Points, It 
Is Said, at Two Cents Cheap- 
er Than the American Sta- 
ple. 


Anderson, S. C., October 29.—Presi-| 
dent R. C. Townsend, of the Townsend 
twine mills. and President Ellison A. 
Smythe, of Pelzer cotton mills, have 
placed orders for several hundred bales 


of Indian cotton, and it is wunder- 
stood that other mills in the Piedmont 
section have done likewise. 

The Indian cotton is of a. shorter 
staple than the upland cotton, but is 
as white and smooth. The mills are 
going, to experiment with this cotton, 
and if it works satisfactorily the mill- 
men are confident large orders will be 
placed at once. The experiment is be- 
ing made with this cotton on account 
of the high price of American cotton. 
The Indian cotton’was bought at 11 1-8 
cents, f. o. b., New York. The freight 
to Anderson is 56 cents per hundred 
pounds. This cotton can, therefore, be 
laid down here for about 11 3-4 cents, 
while the American cotton is bringing 
14 1-4 cents here now. 

The saving of 2 cents per pound will 
be a big item with the mills, and if 
the experiment proves satisfactory, ar- 
will be made to bring 
large shipments from an Indian port 
direct to Charleston, by which 25 


cents per hundred pounds’. will be

PLEASED WITH VISIT ~ 
TO ACADEMY FOR BLIND 


Representatives Calbeck, of Gordon, 
and Woodliff, of Hall, members of the 
legislative committee which visited the 
Academy for the Blind on Wednesday 
last,°were callers at the state capitol 
yesterday. 

In discussing their visit, both gentle- 
men announced that the committee had 
been greatly pleased with what they 
saw, and spoke with high praise of the 
work of Superintendent G. F. Oliphant. 
Twenty-six of the thirty members of 
the committee visited the school, in- 
spected its workings, dined at the in- 
stitution and came away elated at the 
work being accomplished. 

One change which it is probable the 
committee will recommend is that the 
state pay the transportation of pupils 
to and from the school. , Another ir 
contemplation is the establishment of 
an emergency hospital. 


Chairman Calbeck Talks of School. 

In speaking of the schoo! and its fine 
discipline, Chairman Calbeck said: 

“The new academy building was 
erected in 1906 on twenty acres of land 
purchased at that time for $12,000. The 
building, a commodious, steam-heated 
brick structure, cost $98,000. The land 
is easily worth double today what was 
paid for it four years ago. The situa- 
tion is in the suburbs of Macon, 2 
miles from the center of the city. 

“At present there are seventy-nine 
pupils in the white department, and 
eighteen in the negro department, 
which is located in the old school build- 
ing, vacated for the recently erected 
academy. The regular session is from 
September to June, with two weeks for 
the Christmas holidays. It is purely a 
state eleemosynary institution, parents 
paying transportation and furnishing 
clothing for children, and the state pro- 
viding tuition and boarding expenses. 

“The pupils range in age from 6 to 
22 or 23 years. They are taught by the 
most approwed system of raised letter 


books and charts, are particularly en- 


couraged to study music, and in the 


technica] department of the school ar® 
instructed in the simpler manual trades. 
The school discipline is wonderful, the 
pupils seem in excellent health and 
spirits, and the dormitory and boarding 
arrangements are of the’ best. Too 
much credit cannot be given Mr. Oli- 
phant for his splendid work with this 
institution.”’ 

The expense accounts for per diem 
and mileage of twenty-four of the 
twenty-six members who made the in- 
spection, were approved and referred 
to the state treasurer for payment. 
They aggregated nearly $600. The com- 
mittee is composed of the following

REAL ESTATE TALK, 
BY ADAIR. 


One of the best recommendations 
ever given to real estate investments 
is in a statement issued by the New 
York Life Insurance Company, show- 
ing the net rate of earnings on all its 
investments. This report was pub- 
lished in nearly all the daily papers 
in the United States in the early part 
of 1908. Although issued for an en- 
tirely different purpose, the statement 
ef the insurance company had the 
effect of greatly strengthening real 
estate investments, and was instru- 
mental in keeping firm the tone of the 
real estate market in the trying days 
of 1908. 


This company’s ‘report shows that 
the mean net rate earned on all bond 
investments is 4.34, on real estate 
loans 4.55, and on real estate owned by 
the company 5.03. There could not be 
circulated a more emphatic testimony 
as to the merits of real estate for in- 
vestment purposes. But the sad part 
of the transaction, however, is that 
the same cOmpany has only $13,000,000 
invested in real estate, while it. has 
$330.000,000 in bonds. The real estate 
consists mostly of office buildings in 
large cities, and while it is of the gilt- 
edge variety, it does not yield the 
income that a great deal of good busi- 
ness property yields. 


It does look a little strange, though, 
that the company prefers to put over 
20 times as much in bonds as in real 
estate, although the latter pavs 
more; nearly 1 per cent per annum 
more. It is an easy matter to figure 
uv how much is lost each vear by this 
choice of investment. Of course there 
immediately comes up that old, worn- 
out formula about bonds being easy to 
market. It would be so much easier 
to sell $330,000,000 of 4 per cent bonds, 
In cage that much money should be 
needed all at once. This statement is 
one of the old superstitions that has 
becn handed down and repeated so 
often that a great many people believe 
:t.
